Subsequent to the filing of U.S. Provisional Application 60/201,074 and related 
documents, inventor Leury voluntarily left Petitioner Infoglide to take a position with another 
company. Thereafter, inventor Leury refused to sign a Declaration and Assignment of Invention 
and Patent Application for the subsequently filed U.S. Patent Application 09/681,532. As 
discussed below, U.S. Patent Application 09/681,532 claims the earlier filing date of U.S. 
Provisional Application 60/201,074, and includes only subject matter that formed a part of the 
parent provisional application. The attached Exhibit 6 is a copy of an Infoglide Corporation 
Employee Confidentiality and Non-Competition Agreement executed by inventor Leury at the 
time of his employment with Infoglide on May 20, 1997. Of particular interest in this 
Agreement are paragraphs 4 and 6, whereby Leury (i) agrees that Infoglide owns all Work 
Product, including patents, copyrights and other rights relating to Work Product, (ii) agrees to 
assign to Infoglide any and all rights to all Work Product, and (iii) during and after his 
employment, agrees to perform all tasks and execute all papers necessary and appropriate to 
grant Infoglide the full benefits granted in the Agreement, and to facilitate Infoglide 5 s securing 
and enforcing all rights pertaining to the Agreement.

In response to a Notice of Missing Parts, Petitioner provided a Declaration of Facts by the 
Vice President and General Counsel of Petitioner Infoglide, including cover letters for two 
separate requests to inventor Leury to sign the Declaration and Assignment documents for the 
nonprovisional application. Petitioner also provided a Declaration of Facts by the Attorney for 
Petitioner, including a certified cover letter to the non-signing inventor Leury and associated 
nonprovisional patent application (09/681,532) papers comprising the specification description, 
claims and drawings, as well as Declaration and Assignment documents. The cover letter 
requested that non-signing inventor Leury execute and return the Declaration and Assignment 
documents. A certified mail receipt was also included showing receipt of the documents by 
inventor Leury. A letter was received from inventor Leury in response to the several requests 
made to him. In this letter from inventor Leury, Leury refused to sign the Assignment and 
Declaration unless he received a sum of $20,000 for each of two patent applications (see U.S. 
Patent Application 09/681,530). The following attached Exhibits and some of those given above 
include these documents:

ISSUE UNDER 37 CFR 3.71 

Can Petitioner conduct prosecution of U.S. Patent Application 09/681,532 to the 
exclusion of the inventive entity previously entitled to conduct prosecution? 

REQUEST FOR PROSECUTION BY ASSIGNEE UNDER 37 CFR 3.71 

As shown above, U.S. Patent Application 09/681,532 claims the earlier filing date of U.S. 
Provisional Application 60/201,074 (see Exhibits 5A-5B), and includes only subject matter that 
formed a part of the parent provisional application. Under these conditions, an assignment 
recorded against the provisional application (see Exhibits 2A-2C, 3A-3C and 4A-4C) will be 
effective in the later nonprovisional application, similar to the practice with continuations and 
divisions filed under 35 U.S.C. § 120. See MPEP 306.01, first sentence. Furthermore, under 37 
CFR § 3.71(a), a single assignee of the entire right, title and interest in the application 
(Petitioner) may, after filing a statement in compliance with 37 CFR § 3.73(b) (see Exhibit 15), 
conduct prosecution of a national stage patent application (09/681,532) to the exclusion of the 
inventive entity previously entitled to conduct prosecution. 

Based on the foregoing, Petitioner requests the right to conduct prosecution U.S. Patent 
Application 09/681,532 to the exclusion of inventor Leury. 

PETITION UNDER 37 CFR 1.47(a) IN THE ALTERNATIVE 

ISSUE UNDER 37 CFR 1.47 

Based on the STATEMENT OF FACTS given above, can U.S. Patent Application 
09/681,532 be made by the signing inventors Wheeler and Ripley on behalf of themselves and 
the non-signing inventor Leury? 

REQUEST THAT THE APPLICATION BE MADE BY THE SIGNING INVENTORS ON 
BEHALF OF THEMSELVES AND THE NON-SIGNING INVENTOR 
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Petitioner has shown that, by his letter of August 2, 2001 (Exhibit 13), the non-signing 
inventor Leury has refused to join in the filing of U.S. Patent Application 09/681,532 after 
having been presented with the application papers, including the specification, claims and 
drawings (Exhibits 12A-12D). The last known address of inventor Leury is shown in Exhibits 
12A-12D and 13. Petitioner has also shown to have a proprietary interest in the application 
(Exhibits 3A-3C, 4A-4C, 6A-6D, 7A-7D and 8A-8B). 

Based on the foregoing, Petitioner requests that U.S. Patent Application 09/681,532 be 
accorded Rule 1.47(a) status.
